A suit filed Friday on behaif 
of SNCC and its leader chal­ 
lenges five sections of the Geor­ 
gia code and Atlanta’s disorder­ 
ly conduct ordinance, and asks 
that a three-judge panel be ap­ 
pointed immediately to hear the 
case. No hearing date has been 
set. 


Carmichael, 25, was arrested 
Thursday night. He appeared 
before a judge Friday and 
waived preliminary hearing on 
a state charge of inciting to hot 
and a city disturbance charge. 


The grand jury was in ses­ 
sion, but recessed, saying it 
may be more than a week be­ 
fore Carmichael's case comes 
up.

LANSING <AP> - Michigan 
can guarantee more than $10 
million worth of banK loans for 
its college students—-if they are 
lucky enough to obtain the 
loans, the State Department of 
Education said Friday. 


Banks are turning down many 
student loan applications be­ 
cause they are having trouble 
finding cash even for higher in­ 
terest building, industrial and 
business loans, said Or. John 
Porter, associate superintendent 
for higher education. 


Michigan's Higher Education 
Assistance Authority will not 
guarantee loans above 6 per 
cent interest. 


“We have hopes that borrow­ 
ing from credit unions and sav­ 
ings 
and 
loan 
associations, 
permitted for the first time this 
year, will ease the situation,’’ 
Porter said.

Most of Britain’s 21 Common­ 
wealth partners are demanding 
that black majority rule in 
white-governed Rhodesia must 
precede the granting of inde­ 
pendence. 


Wilson is likely to put before 
his Cabinet a compromise plan 
guaranteeing Rhodesia’s four 
trillion 
Africans 
reasonably 
rapid progress to majority rule, 
but falling short of cne-roan-one- 
vote before independence. There 
are 225,000 whites in Rhodesia. 


During the weekend, Wilson 
will be using all means to per­ 
suade delegation leaders to his 
way of thinking. They will meet 
informally at Chequers, his offi­ 
cial country residence. 


The serious nature of disa­ 
greement in the talks, however, 
is illustrated by the rejection cf 
invitations to Chequers by two 
delegation 
leaders — Prime 
Minister Sir Albert Margai of 
Sierra Leone and Foreign Min­ 
ister Simon Kapwepwe of Zam­ 
bia. 


Both were critical of Wilson's 
Rhodesia policies.

WASHINGTON <AP> - After 
failing again to muster enough 
members for a ciuorum, the 
Senate has put off discussion of 
the administration’s civil rights 
bill until Monday. 


Opponents of the legislation 
indicated it would fare no better 
then. 


‘The bill shows no signs of 
hurricane animation," Senate 
Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen observed after Friday’s 
session. “In fact it is languish­ 
ing. It needs a few friends. It 
has plenty of enemies.” 


Dirksen is opposed to the 
bill’s controversial open housing 
section which would ban dis­ 
crimination in the sale and rent­ 
al of housing—with exceptions 
for home and small apartment 
building owners. 


Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del.. 
said he is convinced a majority 
of senator s are opposed to the 
bill in its present form. They 
would be “here to answer quo­ 
rum calls if they really sup. 
ported the bill," he said. 


Sen. James O. Eastland, D- 
Miss., agreed and ¿--aid the fail­ 
ure to get a quorum *’ls proof to 
all that the good people of the 
North, East and West have let 
their senators know that they do 
not 
want 
this 
legislation 
passed.” 


Only 48 senators put in an ap* 
pearance on the floor Friday — 
three short of the 51 necessary 
for a quorum. 


The absentees included sever­ 
al senators who have 


strong advocates of the pending 
bill. 


These were Sens. Robert F. 
Kennedy, D-N.Y., Edward M. 
Kennedy, 
D-Mass.. 
Paul 
H. 
Douglas, D-Ill., Clinton P. An­ 
derson, D-N.M., Wayne Morse, 
D-Ore., Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., 
and ThomasfH. Kuchel, R-Calif. 


A chief reason for the heavy 
absenteeism apparently is the 
forthcoming congressional elec­ 
tions.

In his ftrst interview after his 
appointment as traffic safety

—America’s Gemini U astro­ 
nauts. disappointed but ‘willing 
to wait,” had their rendezvous 
and space walk mission post­ 
poned a second time today, un­ 
til Monday morning. 


The delay was caused by a 
problem in the autcpilot of the 
Atlas-Agena target rocket — a 
system that has worked flaw­ 
lessly on hundreds of previous 
Atlas launches. 


“We’ve waited six months for 
this flight and we’re perfectly 
willing to wait until Monday.” 
said Gemini 11 command pilot 
Charles Conrad Jr. 


"As the hold (in the count­ 
down) went further, its match 
with the flight plan looked less 
desirable all the time. We are 
satisfied the decision was the 
right one." the astronaut said. 


"Well, we got a little farther 
today,” said pilot Richard F. 
Gordon Jr. in obvious reference 
to Friday's fuel system leak 
problem that had caused a 24- 
hour delay. 


7:48 a.m. Meaday 
Gemini mission director Wil­ 
liam C. Schneider said 
ware aiming toward a 7:48 a.m. 
Monday liftoff time for the At­ 
las* Agena, with Gemini 11 fal­ 
lowing at 9:28 a.m.

Navy Cmdr. Conrad and Navy 
Lt. Cmdr. Gordon were m the 
verge of entering their apaea* 
craft to wait out the final two 
hours of their Titan 2 booeter 
countdown when the trouble de­ 
veloped on the Atlas pad 8,000 
feet away. 


Col. Otto C. Ledford, com­ 
mander of the Air Force'a 
655th Aerospace T e a t Wing, 
said the problem apparently 
was in an autopilot system that 
receives radio guidance aignala 
from a ground station and re­ 
lays them to the three Atlae 
booeter engines. 


Incorrect Response 
Ledford said engineers sus- 
spected that the trouble was In 
an amplifier. He Mid the prob­ 
lem was noticed when two Atlas 
engines failed to respond cor­ 
rectly to the signals during a 
test in the final minutes of the 
Atlas countdown. 


Asked if a delay of more than 
two days was likely, Ledford 
said: “It’s always a possibility, 
but we think it's a straightfor­ 
ward operation. 


"We fed a straight line signal 
to the engines in the test." Led­ 
ford continued. 'We received in 
return a jagged line." 


•Hiis indicated the engines 
were not responding to steering 
commands. 


Check System 
Ledford said engineers were 
going to check the entire system 
to pinpoint the problem. 


“We suspect the servo can, 
which receives signals from the 
gyroscopes, amplifies them, and 
feeds them to the engine.” 
Officials at first had consid­ 
ered trying to make the repair 
and launch later today. Howev­ 
er, a check showed that lighting 
conditions for the first - orbit 
rendezvous would not have been 
satisfactory this afternoon. 


Gemini p r o j e c t manager 
Charles W. Mathews said the as­ 
tronauts, to have the best oi> 
portunity for rendezvous, want 
to execute most of the final ma­ 
neuvers in darkness when they 
will be able to see blinking 
lights on the Agena. 


He said the ideal condition 
would be to complete the ren­ 
dezvous just as the spacecraft 
moved from darkness to light. 


By executing the maneuvers 
in darkness, 
the 
astronauts 
would also have the advantage 
to check their computer calcu­ 
lations by looking at a stor 
background.

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Presidential Behavior 


WeVe had some critical things to say about Presi> 
dent Uvndon Johnaon recently, particularly about 
his delay in action to curb inflation in this country. It 
has reached such serious proportions that the Presi­ 
dent’s economic advisors have spoken about it, former 
President Harry Truman felt it necessary to warn that 
we might have a depression if nothing were done in a 
timely way, and the Federal Reserve Board has cranked 
up interest rates higher than the blackbirds. 


We have only kind words for Mr. Johnson's be­ 
havior on the occasion of his visit to Detroit for a Labor 
Day address. He behaved like a President! 


The appearance of the President at a program hon­ 
oring the late U. S. Senator Pat McNamara had been 
set up originally as a non-political appearance of the 
President and on that basis U. S. Senator Robert Grif­ 
fin, who succeeded him. asked for an invitation, which 
w^as denied by the AFI^CIO officials in charge. (The 
Detroit News noted editorially that the ghost of Sena­ 
tor McNamara must have been chuckling at the exclu­ 
sion of Senator Griffin by the same union leaders that 
had tried to shut McNamara out of the party on an 
earlier occasion.

In this situation Griffin appealed to the President 
for an invitation and the meeting was then labeled 
political and the President went to Detroit in a char­ 
tered private jet. When he arrived, Gov. George Rom- 
ney, also uninvited to the program, invited himself, 
greeted the President at the airport with Senator Grif­ 
fin in tow, rode with him to Cobo Hall and sat on the 
platform with him. 


In some fascinating politicking in Detroit, Presi­ 
dent Johnson extended full courtesies to Governor Rom- 
ney. He urged the Third District to return Rep. Paul 
H. Todd of Kalamazoo to Congress, but he didn’t men­ 
tion Democratic Senate hopeful G. Mennen Williams, 
nor did he visit Soapy, convalescing after surgery, nor 
lAione him.

Hie Preaident introduced Zolton Perency, the Dem­ 
ocratic nominee for governor, but mispronounced his 
name (Fair’-en-see) to admit unfamiliarity in high 
places with the little-known Democratic nominee. To 
make Ferency's cup run over A1 Barbour, the president 
of the sponsonng Wayne County AFL-CTO. started the 
day by presenting him as state Democratic chairman 
and not Democratic nominee for governor. 


Ferency, with a wonderful ebullience that is un­ 
quenchable, told the President that he could hardly be 
expected to pranounce a Hungarian name, since there 
were not many Hungarian families in Johnson City, 
Texas. 


“I was with the President from the airport,” said

These are Httle blips on the political radar that can 
be found in focusing in on either iMrty, but there's a 
deeper significance in the proceedings at Detroit on 
Labor Day. Governor Romney is such a Gung-ho fel­ 
low that he needn't be invited to a party because he'll 
be there anyw’ay, and if the Republicans had been in 
charge it must be wondered if they would have invited 
Soapy Williams to their shindig. Tt is very difficult to 
draw the line between political partisanship and public 
office holding to serve all the people and the complaints 
usually come from the party out of office, complaining 
of the sins of partisanship of the “ins.** 


But there must be wonder if the Wayne County 
AFL-CIO gained any strength with its narrow concept 
of I^ibor Day and its discourtesy to Senator McNar 
mara's successor. Surely its membership would not be 
corrupted if Senator Griffin were introduced. 


President Johnson's cordiality to Governor Rom­ 
ney was a subtle rebuke to his hosts. He was reminding 
them that while he was speaking at a partisan gather­ 
ing of Democrats he is the President of all Americans 
and cannot forget it. And he reminded them in his 
speech that he contends with much greater problems 
than the quest of ever higher paychecks and profits 
and that if there is no restraint in the grasp for these 
things there can only be a national disaster of inflation. 


The union leaders didn’t agree with the President, 
but we think he must have stirred some thinking. Labor 
has the muscle, but it must soon begin to wonder about 
the buying power of ever-bigger pay.

This is dis­ 
closed in a series of agent re­ 
ports and captured documents. 


The Viet Cong leaders have 
decided that if they can fright­ 
en off most candidates and 
most voters they will convince 
the Vietnameae the government 
is weak and that the VC are 
the real power in the country.

Families Fight 
Rule Forcing 5 
Mile School Hike 


SAULT STE. MARIE (AP)— 
If five families lose their battle 
with the school board, tiieir 
children may be able to tell 
tiieir grandchildren about trudg­ 
ing to school through Michigan 
winter snows for five miles—all 
of it within the city of Sault Ste. 
Marie. 


The board has a rule against 
school buses inbound from out­ 
lying areas picking up any chil­ 
dren within ttie city limits. * 


Thursday two families living 
in northeast Saidt Ste. Marie, 
five miles from their school, 
btocked ttie school bus route in 
an effort to force a pickup of 
their children. State Pol&ce fi­ 
nally cleared the road for the 
bus to pass-then took the chil­ 
dren to schoool. 


(Yiday, with five families out 
to throw a picket line across the 
bus route, the school board re­ 
routed buses and bypassed the 
gathering point. 


Supt. Hugh Holloway sayi if 
buses pick up within the city 
the board will lose state aid 
funds throu^ subtraction of 
money for each '‘unauthorized" 
child loaded. Since a school tax 
increase was defeated in Au­ 
gust, Holloway says the board 
can’t afford this. 


Holloway also says that if in­ 
side the city exceptioos are 
made, it could result in a de­ 
mand that as many as 200 chil­ 
dren be picked up by buses. 


Mrs. Norman Cardinal, w)io 
has tw'o children in elemental^ 
school and one in high school, 
saki she knew Thursday’s bus 
had seven empty seats when it 
passed her home. 


Friday she kept her two ele­ 
mentary grade children home, 
insisting there was no way for 
them to get to school. Her high 
schooler walked.
